Electric Energy 

Electric energy consumed

in the rate of growth of this 
series, or at most, relatively 
small declines in the sea- 
sonally adjusted index, 

Bituminous Coal 

Bituminous coal mined in 
Alabama during 1961 a- 
mounted to 11.6 million gross 
tons. Out-put was approxi- 
mately one million tons be- 
low production in the previ- 
ous year and was the lowest 
non-strike production year 
except for 1958 since the end 
of the war. Output was de- | 
pressed during the first half 
of 1961. 


Coke 

Coke output declined rela. 
tively more than coal pro- 
duction in the recession year 
just ended. While coke pro. 
duction was down approxi- 
mately 20 per cent from the 
1960 total, coal output, used 
by utilities as well as the 
iron and steel industry, fell 
only 8 per cent. Coke pro- 
duction during 1961 was 
slightly under 4 million net 
tons, the lowest year since 
before World War II. 

Pig Iron { 

Pig iron output in 1961 was 
approximately 3.2 million 
gross tons, equal to output 
in the previous year and 7 
per cent above production in 
the strike year of 1959. 

Steel Ingot Production 

Steel ingot production in 
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Alabama during 1961 was 
approximately one per cent | 
below the previous year, The 
Bureau’s steel ingot series 
is derived from data suppli- 
ed by the major steel pro- 
ducers in the state, and act- 
val production figures may 
not be shown, but the index. 
es show that the year just) 
ended was a poor year for 
Alabama’s steel producers, 


Production was down 
slightly from 1960, but great. |

Alabama steel production 
was curtailed at a slightly | 
faster rate than in the Unit. 
ed States, returned to pre- 
recession levels more slowly, 
but peaked in September of | 
1961 at a high level, Since 
September, production in 
Alabama and the United 
States has fallen, Alabama 
at a faster rate and to a low 
er level. 


Cotton Consumption 

Cotton consumption in 
Alabama textile mills dip- 
ped 3 per cent from 1960 to 
1961, and 1961 consumption | 
averaged 96 per cent of the 
1957-59 average, The index 
of United States cotton con. 
sumption averaged 100 for 
the year just ended, falling 
somewhat less during the re_ 
cession than the Alabama 
index, but the United States 
index was approximately 5) 
per cent under Alabama’s in 
December.
